Newark, N. J., April 28.—Re- 
turns tabulated at 1 o'clock this 


morning indicated that Senator Hi- 
ram W. Johnson, of California, and 
Major General Leonard Wood, rival 
-aspirants for the republican pres- 
idential nomination, were running 
neck-and-neck in New Jersey’s first 
preferential primary. 
Slight Lead for Wood. 

Returns from 1,115 out of 2,005 
election districts placed Major Gen- 
eral Wood slightly in the lead over 
Senator Johnson. The vote was: 
Johnson 24,163, Wood 25,320. 

In the fight for the republican 
“big four” returns from 540 dis- 
tricts showed that United States 
Senators Walter E. Edge and Jo- 
. seph 8S. Frelinghuysen, pledged to 
the choice of voters as expressed 
at the primary, were running a 
close race for the head of the 
ticket with former Governor Ed- 
ward 8S. Stokes, pledged to General 
Wood and Mulford lL. Ballard, 
pledged to Senator Johnson, follow- 
ing in that order. 

Isaac H. Nutter and Sylvester L. 
Corrothers, unpledged négro can- 
didatés, apparently were out of the 
running as candidates for delegates- 
at-large with only 2,022 and 1,668 
votes, respectively. They said they 
entered the contest because the r-- 
publican state organiaztion refused 
their race a representative on the 
“regular slate.” 
aR “Wet? Edwards Wins. 

The democratic “big four,” pledg- 
ed to the candidacygof Governor 
Edward I. Edwards, ‘Who has an- 
nounced that he would carry his 
fight against prohibition into the 
San Francisco convention, was elect- 
ef without opposition. It consists 
of Governor Edwards, James R. Nu- 
gent, Essex county democratic lead- 
er, who was a candidate for the 
gubernatorial nomination against 
Hdwards; Mayor Frank Hague, of 
Jersey City, and Mayor Frederick 
‘WwW. Donnelly, of Trenton. 

_ Democratic voters were not asked 
to express any direct presidential 
preference, no presidential candi- 
dates’ names being printed on the 
ballot. There were three democratic 
districts contests, but they were 
purely local in character and had no 
bearing on tha presidential situ- 
ation. 

In addition to four delegates-at- 
large, New Jersey sends, twenty~- 
four district delegates to the re- 
publican national convention. In 
nine of_the twelve districts there 
were contests between Wood and 
Johnson. men, in two -others there 
were contests between delegates 
pldged to Wood ‘and those desir- 
ing to go uninstructed and in the 
first district Francis F. Patterson, 
Jr. and Bdward L. Sturgess, both 
pledged to Wood, were elected 
without opposition. Two delegates 
pledged to Senator Warren G. 
Harding, of Ohio, were contesting 
With Wood and Johnson men in 
the Twelfth district. —

CHARGE OF SINS 
"MONSTROUS" 


A’dmiral McKean De- 
nounces Accusations of 
Sims in Regard to De- 
lays by Navy During the 
War. 


Washington, April 27.—Sharp 
criticism of Admiral Sims, voiced 
today before the senate.naval in- 
vestigating committee by Rear Aa 
miral J. 8. McKean, former asgsist- 
ant chief on naval operations, re- 
Sulted in a tilt between Chairman 
Hale and Senator Trammell, demo- 
crat, Florida, when Admiral McKean 
was reprimanded by Senator Hale 
for indulging in “personalities,” 

The officer declared h® was only 
following a preéedent set by Ad- 
miral Sims in his testimony, whils 
Senator Trammell remarked that 
the chairman's objections to‘person- 
alities had not run against Ad- 
miral Sims’ “snappy comments.” 

Not Seeking jo Defend Daniels. 

Admiral McKean, whose appear- 
ance followed completion of the 
cross-examination of Captain W. V. 
Pratt, who had been on the stand 
several days, insisted he was not 
seeking to defend Secretary Daniels 
or to “damn Sims” in what he said. 

Characterizing as “‘monstrous” Ad- 
miral Sims’ charge that delays by the 
navy department prolonged the war 
four months and cost 500,000 lives, 
Rear Admiral McKean told the 
senate investigating committee 


that “had it been made by any for- 
eign official, allied or enemy, it 
would have aroused the indiynation 
of the whole American pedéple.” 

“Had it been invented by the in- 
flamed, exaggerated, diseased ego of 
a patient in St. Elizabeth's, the gov- 
ernment hospital for the insane, no 
one would have been surprised,” the 
admiral said. “That it was made 
under oath by a rear admiral of the 
navy on the active list, president of 
the naval war college, in a hearing 
before a committee of the United 
States senate is, in my opinion, an 
insult to every officer and man now 
in the navy, or who served in the 
navy during the world war. 

Charge Net Justified. 

“I do not believe that any one 
short of the good God Himself has 
sufficient knowledge of the various 
elements and factorg entering into 
the war and the causes of its conclu- 
sion to justify him for one moment 
in charging that the navy or any of 
its officers were responsible for the 
loss of any part of the 2,500,000 tons 
of allied shipping claimed to have 
been unnecessarily lost,’ nor least of 
all do I believe that there is any 
}human being with sufficient infor- 
mation and sufficient knowledge to 
justify him in charging the unneces- 
sary loss of life of one of the 50v,- 
000 allied soldiers charged to have 
been due to the errors of the navy. 
This monstrous charge has been or 
will be disproved in every item.” 

The charge that the department 
had no plans for war, also. was un- 
founded, the officer said. He added 
that one plan in particular had been 
in existence for years before the 
war and was corrected up to the 
time the United States joined the 
allies and constantly changed as 
the situation altered during the war. 
The plan was not perfect, he said, 
because of new elements injected 
into the war by the German subma- 
rine campaign. 


Sims Very Impulsive. 


Captain Pratt, in answer to Sen- 
ator Trammell, who sought to show 
that Admiral Sims’ letter to Secre- 
tary Daniels entitled “some naval 
lessons of the world war” was in 
reality a sweeping criticism of Sec- 
retary Daniels and naval officers 
generally, said he had no reason 
to doubt Admiral Sims’ declaration 
it was not intended as a personal 
criticism. He could not avoid the 
impression, however, he added, that 
Sims was criticising the chief of 
naval operations, whether he in- 
tended to or not. 

“T cannot say what was in Sims’ 
mind,” Capatin Pratt said, “he is 
sometimes impulsive and was ex- 
ceedingly so when he said the navy

RAILWAYS RULED 
BY LABOR UNIONS 


Charge Made by E. H. 


Chamber of Commerce. 
Effort Urged to Combat 
Control. 


Atlantic City, N. J., April 27.—Dis- 
cussion of labor’s relation to capi- 
tal, to which the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the: United States, in con- 
vention here, will devote its Thurs- 
day session, began with the railroad 
greup tonight when speakers urged 
the necessity of an organized effort 
to combat the Control it was alleged 
union labor has assuméd over the 
operation of the railroads. 

“R. H. Angell, banker and lumber 
magnate, and acting mayor of Roan- 
oke, Va., who precipitated the dis- 
cussion, declared “Union labor now 


is in control of: the railroads, abso- 
lutely, and if we wait a little while 
they will have’a strangle hold upon 
us from which we cannot extricate 
ourselves. ; 

“Labor has made the challenge 
and we should accept it, for this 
fight which has heen thrust upon us 
must be fought out some time,” he 
said, “It may as well be in 1920.” 

He asserted he was not antagonis-~- 
tic to union labor, nor to working 
men, but he was opposed to “any- 
thing Hike the dictatory Plumb plan, 
which aims to first paralyze the rail- 
roads and then throw them into 
government control.” He said it 
was not possible “for railroad of- 
ficials to wait upon the will of ev- 
ery little clerk,” and added: 

“The chamber of commerce should 
make recommendations to both na- 
tional conventions in favor of plat- 
form planks against union labor 
domination. The party that will 
lead us to galvation is the party that 
will save us from this trouble.” 

A-~pumber of delegates briefly ex- 
pressed support of such a policy, de- 
claring the convention could not 
consider “increased production with- 
out regard to transportation prob- 
lems, which in turn led to the prob- 
lem of organized labor.” 

The report of the committee 
signed by George A. Post, of New 
York, cherirman, declared “railroads 
are entitsd to receive from ship- 
pers and passengers rates that will 
pay them a living wage for services 
performed and it is the duty of the 
public to insist that its representa- 
tives in city councils, in the state 
legislatures and in the national con- 
gress shall establish by legal enact- 
ment a transportation policy that is 
sound from a business standpoint.’ 
The report was unanimously 
adopted. > 

The foreign comfherce group to- 
night adopted resolutions offered by 
William C. Redfield, of New York, 
former secretary of commerce, that 
the trade embargo against Russia 
be lifted and relations betweén cit- 
izens of the United States and Rus- 
sia be resumed. The resolution spe- 
cifically disclaimed any intentions 
to recognize the soviet government. 

Speaking for the resolutions, Mr. 
Redfield said the soviet government 
was making the blockade “a prop to 
sustain their falling fortunes” by 
charging all their ills to it.

ASSURED 10 SOUTH 


Washington, April 27.—No large 


quantities of cotton with the qual- 
iNes of the American product will 
be produced outside of the United 
States for many years, is the con- 
clusion of the department of apri- 
culture after a survey of the most 
promising regions for growing the 
staple. 

“Even with the necessity both of 
protecting a domestic industry and 
of supplying an increased world de- 
mand, new fields of larger produc- 
tion are not in sight,” says the re- 
port. “The development of cotton 
growing along scientific lines has 
been in progress for a number of 
years in different parts of the world; 
yet the production in foreign coun- 
tries has done little more than hold 
its own. The need for cotton with 
he characteristics of the American. 
taple has-been uppermost in the, 
minds of those investigating the sit- 
uation; but #0 far as they could as- 
certain, the total quantity produced 
in new regions within. the last 
eighteen years frequently has been 
equaled in a single county in the 
United States. 

“Even if considerable quantities 
of cotton with the charactertistics 
of the American staple could be pro- 
duced in able ey. = of the world, it 


is reasonable . assume that the 
increased use of cotton goods will 
take care of the available supply.”

London, April 27.—A Bolshevik 
revolution has broken out in Jugo- 
Slavia, says a Central News dis- 
patch from Rome, quoting Triest 
advices to the Messaggero of that 
city. Machine guns have been 
brought into action in Belgrade, 
where hundreds are said to have 
been slain, it is said, while fatal 
riots have occurred at Laibach and 
Agram. 

Official Jugo-Slavian quarters 
here are not alarmed over reports 
of revolutionary troubles “in that 
country and declare diplomatic dis- 
patches from Belgrade yesterday 
indicated nothing amiss. The Triest 
report of an uprising is attributed 
to “a faction of trouble-makingz

JUGO-SLAV STRIKERS 

BATTLE WITH POLICE. 

Vienna, April 27.—(By Associated 
Press.)—Ten civilians were killed 
and twenty-one injuréd in a con- 
flict between strikers and gen- 
.darmes at-.Laibach, the capital of 
Carmiola, in Jugo-Slavia, accord- 
ing to the Jugo-Slav Press bureau. 
The strikers attempted to hold a 
prohfbited meeting and the police 
surrounded and attempted’to dis- 
arm them.

MONEY FOR THE NAVY. 
INCREASED BY SENATE 


April 


Washington, 27.—Passing 
on appropriations with  record- 
breaking rapidity, the senate late 
today virtually completed consid- 
eration’ of the annual naval ap- 
propriation bill. 

Within eighty minutes and virtu- 
ally without debate, appropriations 
of $464,891,000 were approved, as 
compared to $424,500,000 authorized 
by the house. With the exception 
of one minor item, the bill was 
made ready for passage tomorrow. 

There was no discussion whatever 
of the building program for which 
appropriations were increased from 
$48,000,000 to $52,000,000 in order 
to expedite completion of the three- 
year program authorized in 1916. 

As fast as the reading clerk could 
read the bill the senate voted its 
approval of items carrying millions 
of dollars, including an increase 
from the house appropriation of 
$15,876,000 to $25,000,000 for naval 
aviation and an initial appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000 for a new naval 
base on Gan Francisco. bay. 

The committee increase for the 
naval reesrve force from 50,000 to 
500,000 also was approved, together 
with a provision authorizing asstst- 
ance for the state naval militia 
which would become part of the fed- 
eral naval reserve force. 

Unde ran amendment by Sena- 
tor Calder, republican, New York, 
which was adopted, widows, chil- 
dren or other dependents of officers 
and men in the navy or marine 
corps dying from wounds or disease 
would be given six months’ pay.

“The responsibility lies at the door 
of Secretary Wilson, for not recom- | 
mending removal of such a man, 
if these charges are true,” Repre- 
sentative Rodenberg, republican, 
Illinols, a member of the commit- 
tee, declared during the hearing 
which inaugurated investigation of 
Mr. Post’s official conduct. 

Representative Johnson, republi- 
can, Washington, chairman 6f the 
house immigration committee, pre- 
sented a report, by committee in- 
vestigation on more than 300 cages, 
in which it was said Mr. Post had 
canceHed or stayed deportations 
recommended by immigration au- 
thorities. 

Counsel for Mr. Post interrupted 
to assert that Commissioner Gen- 
eral Camminetti, 6f the imm 
bureau, was without legal authority 
to make any recommendation re- 
garding deportation warrants. 

Johnson States Charges. 

Mr. Johnson charged that Mr. 
Post had violated the laW “in be- 
half of aliens who. have contempt 
for this government and who are 
trying overthrow it.” . 

Chairman Johnson presented a 
report of committee investigators, 
prepared by W. A. Blackwood, of 
Seattle, Wash. which reviewed 
many deportation proceedings in 
which Mr. Post- was said to have 
cancélied deportations recommend- 
ed by immigration inspécters and 
the immigration bureau.

OF MEIC AFFAIRS 


Man Wilson Sent to In- 
duce Huerta to Abdicate 
Says United States’ Must 
Be Patient With Mexico. 


Washington, April 27.—The per- 
sonal story.-of John Lind, former 
governor of Minnesota, of hig ex- 
periences- in Mexico as President 
Wilson’s personal representative, 
was told today to the senate inves- 
tigating committee. Included was 
some account of his efforts to in- 
duce Victoriano Huerta to abdi- 
cate the dictatorship he held fol- 
lowing the overthrow of the Ma- 
dero government and before Amer- 


ican occupation of Vera Cruz. 

Revolution was necessary iin 
Mexico, Mr. Lind contended, to rec- 
tify social and economic conditions, 
“though it wilt take decades to 
bring the people up to our stand- 
ards.” He denied with particular 
warmti that he had ever, as Ex- 
aminer Kearful, for the committee 
asked, “attributed all of the ills of 
Mexico to the influence of the 
Catholic church,” and denied also 
that he had ever made such state- 
ments to Nelson O’Shaughnessy, for- 
mer American charge d’affairs in 
Mexico. : se) Sok 

“What poor Mexico needs is edu- 
cation,” Mr. Lind declared. “and it 
is very unfortunate that the influ- 
ence of the Catholic church has 
been against schools in Mexico. Ag 
in the United States, its influence 
has not bee nin the direction of es- 
tablishing and maintaining public 
schools.” 

That he had ever said the church 
should be abolished as an institu- 
tion in Mexico, or that he had said 
he advocated the recognition of 
Carranza “lest poor Mexico fall 
back into the elutches of the Cath- 
ae church,” Mr. Lind likewise de- 
nied. 


Lind Urges Patience. 


At the conclusion of his account 
of the failure of his migsion with 
Huerta, Mr. Kearful asked for Mr. 
Lind’s opinion as to the present 
policy that should be adopted to- 
ward Mexico. 

“Though I do not know what the 
Mr. Lind re- 
turned, “it behooves us as a great 
neighbor of a weak country to be 
very patient, not to judge them 
as we would England,- France or 
Canada, as to their responsibility 
in inéwrnational affairs,” 

“Do you think we, should _re- 
frain from a upon protec- 
tion for American lives and prop- 
erty in Mexico?’ Attorney Kearful 
persisted. 

“No, of course not, nor do I think 
the best protection will be afforded 
such interests by a military, wor- 
like attitude 9n our part.” Mr. Li® 3 
responded. som 

“When for five years runnityg, 
our strongest verbal representations 
have been disfegarded,”’ 
Kearful continued, “when 30,000 
Americans have gone to financial 
ruin in Mexico, when hundreds have 
been murdered, and we find nothing 
but levity for our further represen- 
tations, what should be our atti- 
tude?” 

“That’s not for me to-answer,” 
Mr. Lind retorted. “I think the 
statement - is much exaggerated. 
Many have.suffered loss of lives 
and property from criminals in this 
country during the same period.” 

“Have you heard that any of our 
high officials in pub- 
life were concerned with the 
losses?” the examiner pursued. 

“Certainly not,” Mr. ,Lind said. 
“Of course, we can defend Amer- 
icans to a cértain extent along the 
border, and in the seaports, but to 
defend them in the interior would 
mean the. military occupation 
Mexico, as disastrous to us as to 
Mexico. It's a condition I haven't 
reflected upon.’ There may come a 
time when force is inevitable.” . 

Urged Recognition of Carranza. 


As American representative, Mr. 
Lind said, he had never lent active 


/ aid to Carranza in his fight against 


Huerta,, though he.had feared that 
“if Carranza failed ' = intervention 
would be necessary and had so re- 
He refused ‘to discuss his 
opinion of Henry Lane Wilson, 
American ambassador to Mexico at 
the time, or any reports that Mr. 
Wilson had aided Huerta to over- 
throw Madero. When asked if 
President Wilson had not held the 
opinion, he suggested that the com- 
mittee call the president. 

Later, after finishing his mission, 
he had urged recognition of the 
Carranza regime upon the United 
States government, Mr. Lind said, 
but denied that in coming to Wash- 
ington to do this he had ever been 
paid anything by Carranza agents 
except his expenses. 

"Carranza typified the change 
that I considered necessary in Mex- 
ico.” he said at this point. “Ndbody 


fcan give the Mexican people abso- 


lute peace, order and plenty, as We 
understand it, in spite of the wealth 
of the country. It will take de- 
cades. Their salvation’ did depend, 
however, upon a new regime and 
the eradication of abuses.”
